cies when dissolved. They knoir the his- 
tory of our country, and have seen the agi- 
tation of the slavery question year after 
year increasing in bitterness, degrading 
Congressional deliberations to a level with 
pot-house contentious, disturbing the ma- 
chinery of government, sundering the ties 
of Christian Churches, producing gueril'a 
conflicts in the territories, and murderous 
raids in the States, and at last culminating 
in war. And though they deplore the ne- 
cessity of disunion .should it prove to be a 
n« testily, yet they believe that the politics 
of both sections would be rid of the slave- 
ry question, ite most turbulent and fanati* 
cal element, and that matters of trade and 
navigation could be easily settled by nego- 
tiation and treaty. 

The people of Kentucky desire peace, 
and that movements should be made to 
wards attaining it by negotiations which 
will either result in a Union more harmo- 
nious than that just broken np, or in the 
acknowledgement of the Southern Confed- 
eracy. They believe that such a peace is 
prac ticable, and that it would be welcomed 
with enthusiasm by every true American 
heart. 

Wc would suggest, in kindness to the

The Peace Meeting and the Mob. 

The following article appeared in the 
Democrat of Sunday: 

As we expected, the call for a peace 
meeting meant a secession meeting. Thi6 
was obvious from the proceedings in the 
organization. Let men, hereafter call a se- 
cession meeting when they mean it, and 
they will have it all to themselves. It they 
had called together those in favor of giving 
up the Union to a demand made at the can- 
non’s month, they would have been under- 
stood. As it was, the real peace men, who 
a; one have labored for peace here in' Ken- 
tucky, went to the meeting and had an 
oveiwhc lmirg majority. 8o this secession 
dodge failed. The Dis unionists seceded, 
and had a small meeting of their own, 
which they Lada right to huve; but their 
proceedings will beroeognized as the voice 
of the DieuuioiiistB of this city, w r ho wants 
the Government to keep the peace while 
Jeff. Davis makes war on it. The voice of 
Subm'stioLkls, who desire to surrender 
their Government to an armed rebellion. 

No one cau read these words without 
feeling that the editor of the Democrat was 
apprised beforehand of the purpose by 
so-called Union men to break up the peace 
meeting. That there was a deliberately 
formed porpose of that character, admits 
of no doubt. A few hours before the meet- 
ing, the Mayor told the Chief of Police that 
such was ih fact, and requested that a suf- 
ficient force be sent to prevent it. As soon 
as the Court House door was thrown open 
a crowd rushed up, and before the peace 
men had arrived in anything like their 
strength— !n less than five minutes, and be- 
fore the usual hour for commencing, W. P. 
lit cut, w ho had rushed up among the Crab 



moved that James Speed take the Chair. 
This was objected to, as an attempt 
to break up the meeting, and the crowd 
were appealed to to do no such 
wrong, and James Trnbue w'as named 
by the peace men a6 their chairman. The 
mob persisted, and Mr. Speed requested a 
divison of the bouse — hisj >arty to go to the 
right and the other to the left. Instead of 
“an overwhelming majority” favoring the 
mob, out of less than four buudred and 
fifty then present, at least one hundred 
and fifty voted against the mob. The 
peace men retired to Concert Hall, and 
from the large gathering there it i6 evident 
that, had Boone’s motion been delayed till 
the usual time of meeting, the mob would 
have been voted down. 

No terms of reprobation can sufficiently 
mark an act like this. It is matter of as- 
tonishment that Mr. Speed would engage iu 
such an affair. Ths meeting was to becom- 
I<c»ed of Union and Sontbern Rights men, 
and was intended to be what it was named 
— a meeting for peace. There was no “Se- 
cession dodge" about it. The ultra Southern 
Rights men, who might possibly be caked 
Secessionists, refused to take ]»art in the 
movement. 

Let not the Democrat and the Journal 
talk longer of Southern intolerance. In 
Louisville, and with their approbation, if 
not connivance, men may not meet together 
merely to ask for peace. What would they 
not say if such a meeting in the South had 
been broken up? 

The peace party are only strengthened 
by such an act. Let them go on. Let such 
Meetings be held everywhere in the State. 
Let peace flags be erected everywhere. 
Let the people throw them out from their 
houses, and let steamboats, railroads, and 
every species of vehicle carry them as re- 
quested by resolutions adopted at Concert 
Hall. Let the people take hold of this 
matter and we will sooner have peace. The 
movement Las already divided this commu- 
nity into a peace party and a war party. — 
Every man must take his position on that 
issue. It profits nothing to wrangle about 
the causes of the strife. The great question 
is, how to get such a peace as we ought to 
have, and the great object ought to be to 
get it. 

The Spirit which Animates the So- 

called Union Party of Kentucky. 

The spirit which actuated the meeting of 
the supporters of Lincoln at the Court 
House on Saturday night, is fully embodi- 
ed in the following resolution : 

Ilesolocd , That we sympathize with our 
sister State, Missouri, over whose territory 
a great army of invasion and of coercion, 
is marchiDg, notwithstanding the vote of 
her people so recently for the Union, and 
to disturb no other State, and the action of 
her Convention thereupon. 

If any State in the Union has suffered 
from the tyranny of Abraham Lincoln, 
that State is Missouri. Her people have 
l»ccn disarmed; her purest citizens arrest- 
ed and imprisoned; the freedom of tLe 
press trampled under foot; martial law 
proclaimed in her most important 
city; tribute extorted by the military 
authorities, without authority of law, from 
counties where citizens are supposed to 
favor secession; an armed foreigu soldiery- 
stationed upon her soil; and her men, wo- 
men and children ruthlessly murdered by 
the ininions of Lincoln. 

The 60 ca’led Union party of this city, 
however, sympathize with those who are 
to-day desolating Missouri, and bitterly de- 
nounce those who are now marching for- 
ward with the great army of deli vet ance. 
The people of Missouri have for months 
been kept in subjection by r.n aimed sol- 
diery, under tbe command of Lyon, Sigel, 
Fremont, and others. The feelings and 
sympathy of the people, with the exception 
of the German population, ore with the 
South, and iu opposition to the Lincoln 
Government. The jHiopie are for resist- 
ance, and even while we write, thousands 
of patr ols, flushed with victory, tinder the 
lead of McCullough, and Hardee, and | 
Price, are driving the iuthliss invader 
from the soil of Missouri. 

The Union men of this city sympathise 
with the Government and the standing 
army placed over her by Lincoln. We 
sympathise with the down trodden people 
of Missouri, thousands of whom are our 
brother Kentuckians — and we rejoice 
heartily at the defeat of tyranny every- 
where; but our heart leaps with exultation 
over the victory of patriot arms iu Missou- 
ri. We earnestly trust that the victory at 
Springfield is but the precursor of more 
brilliant and decisive victories — and that 
the time may speedily come when the great 
and burning wrongs inflicted on Missouri 
may be fully avenged; when the minions 
of tyranny shall be driven from her soil, 
and her people shall once more regain their 
liberty and independence. When they 
shall no longer fear the tyrant or oppressor; 
but when 

“The dcsol&tor shall be desolate; 

The ‘tyrant' overthrown; 

The arbiter of others' fate 

A suppliant for his own.” 

|^"The Journal denounces the Proclama- 
tion of President Davis concerning alien en- 
emies, without having read it, and without 
knowing anything about it except from a 
few lines from a Nashville paper, inaccu- 
rately descriptive of it. 

The Journal supposes that all the people 
of the seceded States are to be required to 
forswear allegiance to the United States 
and swear allegiance to the Southern Con- 
federacy— and that sneh as refuse are to be 
driven into exile, and their property con- 
fiscated — and then proceeds to extol the 
Government of the United States for its 
tolerance and that of the Southern Confed- 
eracy for its intolerance. 

Well now we are ourselves so intoleiant 
at not to tolerate the groundless vinifica- 
tion of a great Confederacy by journals pro- 
fessing neutrality as to it. We insert else- 
where in this paper the laws of the Confed- 
erate Congress, under which the Procla- 
mation issued. It will be seen that it au- 
thorizes the expulsion from the Confederate 
Sutes of none of their citizens whatever — but 
only natives or citizens of those foreign 
Sutes at war with the Confederacy, and 
from these it excepts those of Delaware, 
Marjlind, Kentucky, Missouri and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, as well as such as de- 
clare an intention of becoming citizens of 
the Confederate States and acknowledge 
their authority. There is not ore word 
said about confiscation ; on the contrary, 
provision is made, allowing time lor the 
disposition of the property and effects of 
those who are compelled to leave. 

Now what is there to complain of in all 
this ? And where is the superior tolera- 
tion of the Northern Government? No- 
body residing in the 8ute6 over which that 
Government extends; no 8ute which has 
not seceded, denies Lincoln’s Government. 
No Southern man on going into any of the 
Northern States refuses to recognize their 
Government. If he did, where would ba 
the cruelty or wrong in requiring him to 
leave? 

Perhaps from the day of the first seces- 
sion, the Government at Washington has 
not bsen a legal or Constitutional one, but 
why has called it in question iu any of tie 
Northern States? 



The “Death of N*un nlu y »»— Lom-- 
ville Coirespouileiice of the New 
York Herald. 

Tbe Journal is growing restless under 
the exposure daily beiug male of the pro- 
gramme of the so-called Union party. It 
disavows the position assumed by tbe 
Louisville correspondent of the New 
York Herald, and denies hi* authority to 
speak for the U nion party in this State. 

There are certain statements, however, 
made in the letters from Northern papers, 
which we have published, which caunot be 
successfully contradicted, and whilst they 
may be somewhat in advance of the ultra 
Union sentiment in this State, they arc 
doubtless put forth as “feelers,” which, if 
favorably i eceived, would be republished 
here by the Union organ®, and carried out 
as the Union programme. 

The recent military developments, how- 
ever, of the correspondents of the North- 
ern press were somewhat premature— and 
the strong opposition everywhere manifes- 
ted against the violation of the neutrality 
of the State, has influenced many of the 
leaders of the Union party to endeavoi to 
retrace their steps, and secure, if possible, 
the disbandment of the Lincoln tro'ps 
now encamped in Garrard county. 8o far 
the effart to secure au abandonment of the 
enterprise against East Tennessee has fail- 
ed, notwithstanding it has been urged by 
the most influential Union men in the State. 

It is now asserted that the encampment 
was gotten up merely for defensive not ag- 
gressive movements ; that it is a 
camp for the drilling and instruction of 
troops — and that the invasion of E- st Ten- 
nessee forms no part of the programme 
marked out for them to follow. The facts, 
however, do not justify these assertions. 
There is no question that a hostile move- 
ment was intended against Tennessee ; 
that purpose has been openly avowed; arms 
have been sent to this State to be carried 
to East Tennessee, and, we have not the 
slightest doubt, if the enterprise had not 
beer, exposed, the forces in Garrard coun- 
ty would now be cn route for Cumberland 
Gap. The corresj»ondeHt of the Herald 
exnltingly announces the “death of neu- 
trality,” and boastingly declares "It was the 
movement against last Tennessee which kill- 
e>l it /” No attempt is made to disguise 
the fact that the ueutrality of the State is 
to be disregarded. It is openly avowed 
that it is to be destroyed l»j the so-called 
Union men. 

The writer to the Herald is evidently 
well posted in the movements of the 
Unionists in Kentucky; he is, it is quite 
certain, in the secrets of those iu authori- 
ty. He speaks of the removal of arms from 
the Custom House in thi6 city intended to 
be sent forward to East Tennessee; and 
also alludes to the 11,000 shiud of arms, 
which recently passed over the Covington 
and Lexington Railroad, intended for the 
same destination. These facts prove that 
he knows whereof he speaks, and clear'y 
evidences that it is the intention of a large 
bo Jy of m« n, not less than 4,000, the cor- 
respondent of the Herald states, to make 
an early advance against East Tennessee. 
The movemont against Tennessee should 
a‘ tract the serious attention of the people of 
K "mucky, and thej should determine atonce 
to put it down. If it be that there are 4 000 
Federal troops at the encampment in Gar- 
rard county, for the avowed purpose of in 
vading East Tennessee, Governor Magoffin 
should, without delay, issue a proclama- 
tion commanding their disbandment; and 
if the bad men leading the enterprise shall 
disregard tbe proclamation, then it is the 
duty of the Governor to see that the laws 
be faithfully executed, and, if need be, lie 
cau have more than one hundred thousand 
of the flower and chivalry of Kentucky 
ready to execute his legal orders and up- 
hold the honor and diguity of the Com- 
monwealth. 

We subjoin another letter to New York 
Herald, a fitting sequel to the one published 
in the Courier, a few day* since. We be- 
speak for it a careful perusal. It fore- 
shadows with great clearness the pro- 
gramme of the so-called Union party, and 
coming as it does from a member of that 
party, its statements are entitled to great 
weight: 

[Correspondence of the New York Herald.] 

Movements in East Taunessee— The 
Death of Neutialltjr-Relative Posi- 
tion of the Opposing Forces, dire. 

Louisville, Ky., August 10, 1861. 
The movements in and on East Tennessee 
are attracting here much less attention than 
their magnitude would seem to warrant. 
The peculiar position in which the true 
sons of the Union are placed in their moun- 
tain fastness, the “Switzerland of the 
South,” is eliciting,tbe feeling of every lov- 
er of liberty in our land, and the movement 
which is to relieve them is looked to with 
anxiety. Its secresy is oil that keeps the 
attention ol our people dormant for the 
time being. 

I have already notified you of the “death 
of neutrality.” It was the movement on 
East Tennessee which killed it, and the 
history of that movement is briefly and 
plainly this : 

A few weeks since the Tennessee Rebel 
Government, with a view to forestall any 
movement on the part of the East Tennes- 
seeans, threw large bodies of men into 
that part of the State. At Knoxville, the 
headquarters of the leaders of the East 
Tennesseeans, two regiments were posted, 
and at Cumberland Gap, through which a 
line road enters the 8tate from Kentucky, 
and through which it was feared arms 
would be transmitted, a brigade under Gen. 
Caswell was posted, and have intrenched 
themselves on the mountain sides, cover- 
ing the Northern approaches of the road. 
Their encampment is close upon the Ken- 
tucky State line, and in one instance, it is 
said, a battery Is oh Kentucky soil. These 
troops are said to be under complete disci- 
pline, and in excellent health. In addition 
to the guard at this point , there are por- 
tions of the brigade at points further 
South, called Big Cretk Gap and Baptist 
Gap — thus, it is thought, completely block- 
ading the Gap. Within the past week or 
two Brigadier General F. K. Zollicofler 
has taken command of the forces in this 
part of the State, and issued his proc’ama- 
tion to the people of East Tennessee, 
which you have already published. Gen. 
Zollicofler was once in the United States 
Congress, a leader of the Know Nothings; 
is a man of ability aud tome sense of jus- 
tice and decency, as his proclamation will 
show; it being the only mild and decent 
one yet promulgated by a Rebel general — 
But Zollicoti'er, like Pillow, is a much bet- 
ter lawyer than soldier, and his achieve- 
ments are more than likely to be of the 
same sort. 

The Union men are dormant. They 
have made no demonstration since the 
original advent of troops into their section, 
when, as advised, they in several instances 
surrounded whole bodies of troops, and 
were only kept from compelling them to 
leave by their leaders. Hopes were enter- 
tained that they would grow weak by de- 
grees, and in this hope the State govern- 
ment, fearful of them, refrained from any 
decided hostile act, and attempted to con- 
ciliate. The East Tennesseans had been 
voting nearly 25,000 strong for the Union. 
At the Gubernatorial election, held imme- 
diately after ihe success at Manassas, when 
it was earnestly hoped their strength had 
decreased, they ran up a vote of 38,000.— 
We speak of these 28,000 as being unarmed. 
Tuey are illy provided with arms, but not 
totally deficient. They have the old-fash- 
ioned rifles in large quantities, and are or- 
ganized all over the State in companies, 
which it is strongly suspeetod have regi- 
mental organization, aud the companies, 
it is thought, could at a moment’s r,o;i e 
take their places in and pc form a regi- 
m« ntal parade. In this position stand the 
parties in their own State. 

Andrew Jchufou has premia d them arms 
and assistance, and while they are anxious 
ly awaiting the hour and the arm?, the lat- 
ter are in this State, aDd the men who are 
to convey them arc assembling rapidly ani 



in large numbers. Tue eurauipmcul ol 
tbe friends of the Tennessee Unionists is 
at Bryautsvilie, Garrard county, Ky., a vil- 
lage forty-eight miles south of Frankfort 
and ninety miles northwest trout Cumber- 
laud Gap, to which a turnpike road is the 
nearest route. At this point the Kentuck- 
ians, who have privately enlisted, are con- 
centrating. Judge Bratnlette, ot this State, 
declined to hold court in Bajlc county this 
week, as he has charge of a regiment of 
Government troops (as lie calls them) aud 
had important military business at Bryants- 
ville. For days past troops, consisting 
mainly of cavalry, have been pouring into 
this camp. On the 6th instant 480 cavalry, 
from Marion couuty, went into camp at 
that point. 1 am not enabled to state the 
total number now at Bryautsvilie, but it is 
not less t han 4,000 men, all splendidly armed 
aud « quipped for tbe campaign. The time 
for the advance has almost arrived. Yes- 
terday tbe anus stored in this ei tv at the 
Custom IIou?e, and intended for E ist Ten- 
nesseeans, were romoved and sent forward. 
At tbe same tim 6,000 staud passed over 
the Coviugtou and Lexington Railroad for 
the same point. 

Tbe enti ance to East Tennessee will be 
a matter easy of accomplishment. Tbe 
Union men there will do ibeir duty, aud 
tbeir rifles will serve iu the rear to dis- 
lodge the iutreuched foe. With the Ken 
tuckians advancing, and the Union men in 
their rear, tbe rebels will more than have 
their hands fulL With Eist Tennesseeans 
aroused, the destruction of the East Ten- 
nessee aud Virginia aud East Tennessee 
and Georgia Railroads completed, and 
Western Virginia occupied, the situation 
will be extremely precarious to the Vir- 
ginia hosts who triumphed at Manassas. 

The possession of the railroads I have 
named is one of vast importance to the 
government. It is tbe only direct route 
either North and South or Eist uud West 
that the South has. 

Gen. Pope* in .Missouri. 

Among tbe recent dispatches is the fol- 
lowing, dated St. Louis, Aug. 17ib. 

Dispatches were received here to day 
that the train carrying troops on the Han- 
nibal aud St. Joseph railroad was fired into 
by Secessionists near Palmyra, and oue 
soldier killed and several wounded. Gen. 
Pojie immediately sent orders to Gen. Hurl- 
but to take euch force as he deemed neces- 
sary to Marion county, and quarter them 
on the people, aud levy contributions of 
horses, mules, provisions, and such things 
as may be uselul to soldiers, amounting to 
#10,000 on tbe inhabitants of the county, 
aud $5,000 on the citizens of Palmyra, as'a 
penalty for this outrage. 

Some time ago Gen. Pope announced 
such a purpose as the above indicates he 
has executed. That aunouncemeut must 
have been known to his superior officer as 
well as at Washington. As no check has 
been put upon Pope’s brigandage, we are 
bound to infer that such conduct is ap- 
proved, if it was not commanded, by the 
superior officer or the authorities at Wash 
iugton. 

No act of the despot during his infamous 
cireer transcends this in its lofty disregard 
of th 5 constitutional and legal rights of 
the people. The third amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States declares 
that “ no soldier shall, in time of peace, be 
quartered in any house without the con 
sent ol the owner, nor in lime of war but 
In a manner to be prescribed by law ;” and 
the fifth provides that private property 
shall no* be taken for public use without 
just compensation. No one preteuds that 
there is any law prescribing the manner of 
quartering troops in private houses, even 
if “ time of war ” in the clause quoted has 
reference to civil war, which it has not.— 
Here, then, are two e’auses of the Consti- 
tution set aside in the wanton arrogance 
of plenary despotism. 

Though no one cculd expect the despot 
to regard Constitutional rights, it might 
have been supposed he would observe tbs 
plainest suggestions of prudence and fi- 
delity to bis own cause. But he seems to be 
smitten with judicial blindness. He seems 
bent on doiug every act that could consoli- 
date the people of Missouri. For tbe act of 
some uuknoivn person or persons — who cau 
say that it was not some of his own drunken 
or stupid soldiery — he holds a couuty aud 
all its people liable wituout distinction or 
discrimination. The innocent are made to 
suffer because they, a few aud unarmed, 
did not prevent au act which the despot 
with all his armed minions could not 
prevent. The population of Palmyra Is 
about 1,0UQ, aud so there is laid on eaeh 
inhubitiut of the place a tax of $5 — a tax 
to be collected with military promptness 
and insolence at the point of the bay- 
onet. Besides this, low ruffians, the 
cankers of peace and the spawn of 
society are thrust upon honest men’s 
houses, and made the companions of their 
wives and daughters — military guests ruling 
their host and bis family in their own 
home. 

It is not wonderful that Missourians 
have rushed to arms as they have. Their 
loyalty aud forbearance have been convert- 
ed to bitter hate and active hostility. So 
great is the change wrought in a few weeks 
that Missouri is now as strongly if not 
more 6troDgly for secession than South 
Carolina. With South Carolina secession 
was a principle. With Missouri it is not 
only a principle, ^but a deep feeling aroused 
by bitter and intolerable wrong. 

If ever there was a hell upon earth 

e dit c illy, it is under the Government of 
ing Jefferson Davis. — [Journal. 

Something similar was once said by Gar- 
rison: “The Constitution was a league 
with hell and a covenant with the deviL” 
Well, if these things are so, what can ex- 
ceed the treason of attempting to bring 
back this hell into our glorious Union— of 
re-annexing it to our Northern paradise? 
And what can exceed the cruelty of those 
who assist in the movement ? Do they de- 
sire to vex again the pious souls of the 
Journal, the Tribune and the Liberator, by 
insisting on their fraternity with these 

Southern devils ?
